The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The Ang-7 
polypeptide (SEQ ID NO: 2) used in the claimed method was found to be free of the art and fully 
enabled based on the disclosure that the average number of lung metastases in mice was over 10 
times less in tumor cells expressing Ang-7 polypeptide as compared to controls and VEGF- 
treated animals.
